her position. A really good ectress must have talent of 
her own, and that talent should be prodaced by an ex- 
perienced master, in the same way that's singing-master 
produces:-the voice; but if there is no voice it cannot be 
produced, ‘therefore I don’t think everyone could become 
&. good: actreas.. Often people learn to act because they 
like to ap on the stage. Sometimes. they discover 


that they have talent, and sometimes not. In the latter 


case their performances are invariably bard and un- 
natural, however hard they may study.

and the ecclesiastical authorities. He must be sound 
in health, and physically. competent to undertake his 
duties, and must, be conversant with Jewish law. 

“An important stipulation is that he shail be able to 
sharpen his knives properly, and detect the slightest 
notch or flaw, and he is examined as to his fitness in this 
daily ; the Board expends certain sums upon the train- 
ing of approved persons in these duties. 

“ Every carcase or part of a carcase that is sold in the 
markets bears the seal of the Board, placed there by 
‘shomerim’.or sealers. The seal bears a mark in Hebrew 
and the date on which the animal was slaughtered. 
The tangue is sealed, also the tail, the sweetbread, the 
feet, and head, in fact every portion of the animal that 
is: separately - sold, 

1 “Licenses are:-issued by. the Board to wholesale,, or 

carcase, butchers, retail’ butchers, and” poulterers, and 
these licenses:-are valid from the let of Tentney to the 
Slst of December, and if a tradesman fails to get his 
license renewed or violates any of the rules and regula- 
tions laid down, he will no longer be allowed to sell 
‘kosher’ meat to the public, aud the withdrawal of his 
license is announced by placards throughout the Jewish 
quarters of the City, and advertised in the Jewish 
periodicals published in London.”

Just as the Anchorage is a naval cosmopolis, so the 
town is a focus in which all nations and languages are 
concentrated. It is ssid that there is no Eu 
nation which is not represented, and in addition to these 


you. see Chinese, Malays, Hindoos, Sikhs, Japs, Bur- 
mese, Siamese, Tamils, Singalese, Arabs, Jews, Parsees, 
and negroes.

This would have been cheap 
but for the exertion consequent on getting the man down 
to a reasonable figure. He began by asking me ten 
dollars, or something over s sovereign, and yet when I 
paid him the dollar at dinner-time he took it with » 
amile that left behind it an impression that he had still 
managed to get.the windward of me. 

I employed the hot Piet of the afternoon driving out 
slong the Orchard —an even more beautiful 
thoroughfare than the Colpetty Road at Colombo, though 
‘not quite so interesting to a student of human nature— 
and after a lazy and lovely drive came in due course to 
the Botanical Gardens. These are considered to be a 
erect ornament to Singapore, but I must confess that I 
found them a trifle superfluous. 

Where the whole earth is a garden such institutions 
lose s good deal of their interest to the eye of the 
average person, and as I did not. go out to see with the 
eyes of a botanist, I shortened my stay in favour of 
another drive. One reason for my readiness to leave 
the Gardens may have been the fact that I had to walk 
about them while I could ride about the roads. 

When I got back to the town F climbed Signal Hill, 
end was well repsid for the exertion by the splendid 
view over the island and Anchorage, and the delightfully 
cool breeze that was blowing across. the top. Singapore 
has one of the most ect climates in the world. It 
really is a climate, and not a series of ill-assorted atmo- 
spheric samples. The weather is practically always the 
eame, and nearly always fine. 

Sumatra stands between it and the storms which 
sweep over the Indian Ocean, while the islands of the 
Malay Peninsula protect it from the typhoons of the 
China seas.
